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Presented is the interiin report on a comprehensive 
plan for the education of handicapped children in Ohio which was 
requested by the state legislature at the time of the nassage of 
Subccinmittee Senate Bill 405 (Sub. S.B. 4 05). Introductory chapters 
attetr.pt to place Sub. S.E. 405 in historical perspective by examining 
the development of special educational programs and services in Ohio; 
a 1970 document discussing long range planning goals for special 
educational services in Ohio; and services provided by regional 
resource centers from 1967 through 1973, Major provisions of the bill 
and plans for its implementation are discussed briefly. The interim 
report examines the present status and projected needs of programs 
for the hearing impaired, visually handicapped, orthopedically 
handicapped, deaf/blind, learning disabled, emotionally disturbed, 
educable mentally retarded (EMR) , and speech, hearing and language 
impaired (definitions of each handicapping condition are included) , 
Present status and projected needs are also indicated for services 
such as home instruction, supplemental tutoring, and transportation; 
facilities; and manpower. Estimated costs of the programs and 
services are included. The report concludes with prelimj.nary 
recommendations concerning such issuea as interdistrict cooperation, 
transfers for trainable mentally retarded children, early assistance, 
new special education units, and vocational opportunity for 
handicapped children.

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INTRODUCTION 



I. HISTORICAL OViRVIiW (1829^173) 

In ordnr to platic Sub, SJL ^103 (Section 3323.011 RX:.) In pnnpectlvc, 
a brief diHcuHsion of the historical clovt'lopiiu'iit of specinl education pro- 
gr:iuis and services for handicappod clHldron in Ohio ^ctjniH nuccsnarv, 

Ohio's long and proud history of Hupport for the cducution of liandi- 
ctippcd children bognn in 1B29 when the Ohio Stale School for llm Deaf 
was nuthorized by iho Stale Cpncral AHHonibly, Eiglu years later die firM 
rcsidi'ntial j^chool for blind t:hildren in the nation wa^ authorized In 1837, 
During thn balance of the 19lh Century these two hclioolB svcrc to lay the 
grnundwnrk and foundation for die dcveloprnent of a public school pro- 
grain for hnndieapprd childnni. 

In ihv early IDOO'h both rcHideiitial sehooU ^vcre placed under the Ohio 
Dej>artnient of Kduc-aiioii and legislation was \s'ritten authorizing public 
f^chools to operate special echieation progrrini^' for deaf, blind and crippled 
cliilchrn on a clay school biisis. 

At the elone of \VorId \\'ar II further broadening of OIuo'h legiHlation 
lor the handicapped child ssm enacted to include classes and ser\'ices for 
the educablc nicntally retarded and to provide speech and hearing therapy 
and child study sen^icc^. 

In ID^n, as a rc-sult of long .study by tlie Ohio School SunT^y Com- 
luittee, major cluingcH hi the School Foundation Program svere initiated. 
At that tiuie the legislature incorporated into die foundation prograrn aid to 
local school di.stncts lor iJio operation of all approved special education 
programs and services. 

The foundation for bjiecial education \vas established in the I9th Cen- 
tiny in the coniniitnient of tlie legislature to the educntion of the handi- 
capped. Subscqiient broadening of programs in 1945^ and significant 
iniprovenient of state Hupport in 19^0^ led to continued expansion and 
gro\vth of services for hnndicapjped cliildrcn. 

Throughout the twenty years following World ^Var II this growth is 
reflected in Tables I and II (pp, 7 & 8) in five year inteivals. 

Tho most dramatic years of growth art; reflected in Tables III and 
IV (pp, 9 & 10) during the four bicnniums ranging from fiscal year I9fi7 
to fiscal year 1973.

From the time that the Division of Special Education was organized 
m mission was to provide consultation and leadership to local school dis- 
tricts to facilitate the expansion and development of programs and services 
for handicapped childi'cn. As the decade of the drew to a close it 
beea.ne increasingly appartnic that the role and function of the Ohio De^ 
partment of Education should change to reflect the changing nced^ of 
education in the years to come. In 1969 the DDpartmcnt of Education 
reorganized the Division of Special Education to assume the task of pro^ 
viding leadei^hip in the management and efficient utilization of the 
human and fiscal resources whidi would be allocated for the education 
of liandicapped children. As part of this changing role and function, the 
state agency embarked on a year of planning for the decade of the 70'^, 
using a modified form of Program Planning and Hudgeting. This effort 

reported in 1970 !n a publication entitled *Tlanning^for tlie Education 
of the Handicapped Child in Ohio". 

The planning document dealt with the following six major areas: 
The lonrr range goals for programs for the handicapped. 

The assumptions tliat wero made in order to do the necessary 
pianning. 

The specific objectives. thnc were established for tlic next five 
years. 

The projectctl costs of each objective based on curreiu assnnip- 
tions and program status. 

The criteria to evaluate the extent to which these objectives \vere 

met. 

The recommendations for implemenlaiion that would be needed 
to achieve the objectives. 

The Ihree long range goals identified by the Division of Special Educa- 
Ijon and published in the planning docLiment were: 

TO EXPAND PROGRAMS AND SERVICES SO THAT 
EACH EDUCABLE, SCHOOL AGE, HANDICAPPED CHILD 
AND YOUTH RECEIVES THE EQUAL EDUCATIONAL OP-

Them two cnncppts were dcvelnpcd sqjaratcly beginning with the sum- 
iner of 1969 when nine progrniu planning and development center project.s 
and eight instructional resource center jjrojccts were initiated. During this 
first year of funding the PPDC ])rojccts served lorne 139 Hchool districts 
and 22,600 hnndicappcd clnldrrn within the ^tate. The eight IRC projects 
served some. 178 ^^chool districts and 30,000 handicaj;ped children. Total 
Federal funding for these projects amounted to $364,000,00 of Title VI^B 
fuiuls this first year. Since 1969 these projects have niergcd to form Special 
Education Regional Resource Centers (SERRC)t The evolved purpose of 
tliesc centers has been to asisist local districts in the devclopnieni, coordina- 
tion and managcincnt of coniprchcnsive ciuality programs and services for 
handicapped children. 

Each center functions through a participatory management syHteni 
based on a governing board cpmposed of superintendents from the coop- 
crating districts. By the end of the 1972^73 school yQai) 15 such SERRC's 
\vlll provide services to all school districts in the State of Ohio and all 
handicapped children enrolled in those ^cliool districts. Total funding for 
these centers will amount to $l3 140^000.00, Tlie primary service components 
niade available dirough Title VI-B funds lias'c continued to be directed 
toward the establislmieni; of Prograni Planning and Develo]3inent and In- 
structional Resource Center functions. Providing assistance to local school 
districts in achieving equal educational opportunitiesj by cocrdinating re- 
sources and planning CKpansion of program and ser\aces^ has become the 
major goal of the Centers. 

In the 1971-72 school year the SERRO's assisted school districts within 
their respective regions in die development of objectives. The objectives 
were based upon priorities established by die participating school districts 
and Nvhjcli jnterfnced with statewide priorities developed through tlic De- 
partment of Education planning efforts. Each SERRC submitted a nmster 
plan to the Department in the spring of 1972 which reflected the systematic 
utilization of iDcah state and federal rusourccs to satisfy identified program 



nuecls, 'J'liis pinnning was done utilising a systems approarh wl.idi furiisetJ 
upon seven num of infnnMatiun. Tlicst- Hm-n arc;,, prndiuvd infunnniioii 
regarding:

llie master plans submitted by the Special Education Regional Ru- 
source Centers provided the Dc|3artment of Education with reliable iniur- 
mation wliich allowed more effective decision making regarding the a]l()= 
cation of State and Federal resources. Thus, the 1972-73 school year mark, 
the first year that State and Federal funds for special education were allo- 
cated on the basis of coordinated local, regional and state planning efforts. 

It is within the frainework of the long and proud historv- of Sperial 
Education m Ohio and the Ohio Department of Education's leadershliJ in 
the development of a planning system for program development that brines 
the .schools of Oliio to this point. 

E.xercising a long record of legislative leadership and responsibility 
Substitute Senate Bill 403 was passed by the I09th General A,ssembly and 
Signed into law. Section 3323.011 of the Oliic, Rev ised Code is now inenr- 
poratcd mto the basic Icgialadon authorizing school districts to prnvidf 
education for handicapped children. 
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IMPLEMENTATION 



In the pansage of Sub. S.B. 405 by tlie 109th GenGral Asscnibly the 
State LogiHlatuie clearly indicated it^ concern for and its conimitnient to 
the needs of the handicapped child in the schools of Ohio, At the same 
time their request for an analysis of the current ]3rogram and a detailed 
outline of the unmet needs of the handicapj^ed as a ham for further con- 
sideration reflects a level of responsibility and accountability which should 
be commended, 

Governor Gilligaii's acdon signing this Bill into law and his subsequent 
meeting with the State Board of Education clearly indicates his concurrence 
with and conimitnient to the educational needs of all children. 

I. MAJOR PROVISIONS QF BILL 

The legislative mandntn contained in Sub. S,B, 405 includes specific 
deadlines which must be met by the local school districts as well as the 
Department of Education, In the development of a plan for implementa- 
tion of this Billj the contents of the law were analyzed and fell into the 
following major types of categories; 

A, GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1. State funds for the operation of programs and services provided 
pursuant to Section 3323.01 of the Revised Code are contingent 
upon a comprehensive plan for special education which must be 
adopted by the State Board no later than July 1973. 

2= The comprehensive plan shall include plans submitted by local 
school districts which meet the educational needs of handicapped 
children in that school district and other school districts in the 
same general area, 

3, Each local school district must submit a plan for the education 
of handicapped children by December Ij 19723 to the State Board 
of Education. 

B. LOCAL PLAN 

L Each local school district plan shall contain provisions for an 
organimtioual structure and necessary staffing for the identifi'^ 
cation and placement of handicapped children In appropriate 
programs. 

2, Each local school district plan shall contain provisions for an 
organi'^ational structure for the necessary supervision and staffing 
of programs and services for handicapped children.

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A, DEPARTMENT PLANNING 



L State Board ~ A simplified PERT chart of tlie propOHcd plan 
for iniplemeniation was developed by the Department of Hdu- 
cation during Mayj 1972, .This proposed implementation plan 
was referred to the State Board of Education on Jiine 11 , 19725 
for their review, A memorandum^ an outline of the impleriu^n- 
tation plan and a simplified PERT chart were included. 

2. Advisory Comniittees ^ — A coinbined nice ting of the Superii i- 
tcndent's Advisor)^ Council on Special Education and the Divi- 
sion Task Force on Special Education was announced for July 
12j 1972. At the meeting additional representation from die 
Buckeye Association of School AdminiHtrators was included. The 
implementation plan developed by the Department was reviewed 
and further refinements and adjustments were made in accord- 
ance with dieir suggestions, 

3. Developinent of 405 Planning Systcni ~ During the month of 
July the Dividon of Special Education began the initial develop* 
ment of a planning system and fonm to assist local school dis- 
tricts. This system was revised several times before being repro- 
duced and distributed to selected Planning Coordinators in the 
Special Education Regional Resource Centers for field testing* 
As a result of the field testing and area meetings with the 
Planning Coordinatoi^j final revisions were made and a final 
draft of the forms was prepared. On October 10^ 1972j an 
invitational meedng of a selected group of superintendents was 
called at the Marriott Inn on Hamilton Road to review the 
final draft of the forniR, After incorporating suggestions made 
by this groiip^ the forms and supplemental materials were printed 
and diHseminated to all scliool districts on October I65 1972, 

4. Manpower Study — During November^ 1972, the Faculty for 
EKccptional Children of The Ohio State University assisted in 
the development of a plan for a study of the availability of 
qualified personnel to implement the plan. On November 7^ 
19725 this sun^ey widi a cover memo was mailed to all univer- 
sities that were then known to be eligible to prepare qtmlified 
personnel in Special Education* 

In accordance with provisions of Sub. S.B. 405 a letter was 
also addressed to the Acting Chancellor of the Board of Regents. 

B. DISSEMINATION 

1. Superinlendent's Newsletter — During July and August of 19725 
the Superintendent's Newsletters distributed to all school districti 
in Ohio, carried front page articles on the plan for implemen- 
tation of Sub, S.B. 405. 
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2. Regional Rcspurcc Centers — On August 8, 1972, a Jiipeting 
vyas held with Lho planning coordinator of cnch Special Educa- 
tion Regional Rt!sou;x:c Center, the Superintendent of the School 
District which sen cs as the fiscal agent for the project, and liio 
SupDrintendent of die Governing Board for die project. At tliat

Comprehensive Plan for the 
Education of the Handicapped 

This preliminary analysis of over 700 plans subniitted m ilin State 
Board of Education contains a report of the status of special eduLUuion in 
Ohio. From the plans data concerning projected needs and costs projection 
have been refined and developed. Finally^ in accordance with the legislnti\ e 
mandate prcliniinary recommendations have been developed. 

The final draft of the Comprehensive Plan will reflect the iinm ac- 
curate data available on the number of handicapped children curruiitly 
being serv^ed in an appropriate special education program and furtiu/r 
refinement of the number of handicapped children still in nvnl n{ ^pt^rial 
education programi or services. 

The comprehensive plan must provide adequate and appropriate iden- 
tification of handicapped children. Placement procedures should be \vntlcn 
and must protect the constitutional rights of children and parents. A con- 
figuration of school districts will be identified for each category of tht..' 
handicapped and analyzed to insure that no school district in e.s'cludod. 
Further analysis of the configuration will assesi the required availability 
of adequate supervision.

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VIII. PRiLIMINARY RECOMMeNDATIONS 



The preliminaiy analysis of plans submitted by school districts as 
Inquired by Sub. S.B. 405 tend to confirm and lend further support 
to the ''Recomniendations for Legislative Considerations" ah^ndy sub- 
mitted to the GDvcrnor and the members of the 110th General As- 
sembly. 

Further analysis of the information and the development of the 
Comprehensive Plan for the Education of the Handicapped niay lead 
to further refinement or additional recommendations. For the purposes 
of this report the prcviouH recomrnrnchitions are subrnitted for con- 
Bideration as originally proposed, 

L COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING FOR HANDICAPPED 
CHILDREN 

Senate Bill 405 of the 109th General Assembly rcquircH statewide 
planning by all school districts for special education. An interim 
report is required on February 1^ 19733 to include rcconmiendations 
on special education services, cost projections^ and availability of 
qualified personnel. Approval of state funds to school districts is 
contingent upon a eomprehensive plan approved by the State Board 
of Education no later than July 1, 1973. Additional recommenda- 
tions for legislative action may be made when detailed analyses can 
be fonnulated based on the plans submitted by the 621 school 
districts. 

2. INTER-DISTRICT COOPERATION FOR SPECIAL 
EDUCATION PROGRAMS 

There is no legal provision which fully permits voluntary coopera= 
tion among school districts in the education of handicapped chiU 
dren. However, many school digtricts do attempt to cooperate. It is 
recommended that general authorisation be introduced into the 
special education secdon (R.C. Section 3323) to allow school dis- 
tricts to cooperate in a voluntary fashion in providing services for 
handicapped children and in sharing school psychologistSj ipeech 
therapists, planning coordinators, supen^isors and instructional re- 
source center directors. 

3. TRANSFERS FOR TRAINABLE MENTALLY 
RETARDED CHILDREN 

Parents of the trainable retarded ha\'e become increasingly dissatii* 
ficd with the procedures outlined under Section 3321.05 which 
requires the public schooh to legally dismiss children from school 
to make them eligible for placement in a community class program. 
It is recommended that the State Board of Education Program 
Standards be modified to use the word legal •-transfer-- of children

with the Statu Board of iLducation modifications H is reconnnunded

6. NEW SPECIAL EDUCATION UNITSii 

The State Board of Education has been charged with the ref^ponsi- 
bility of dcvnloping a statewide mtmcv plan to provide s]iecial 
education to handicapped children. The number of students eligible 
for special services and diQ number of trained teachers arc in- 
creasing, Jn order that die State Roard of Education can effectively 
meet its responsibility, the number of additional special education 
unii^ for 1973-74 and 1974-73 should be at least equal to the addi- 
tional units approved for die 197^73 biennium, 

7, VOCATIONAL OPPORTUNITY FOR HANDICAPPED 
CHILDREN 

Special education students can benefit greatly from vocational edu- 
cation opportunities. Some special education students are not re- 
ceiving full vocational education opportunities because the school 
district in which they residu cannot offer suitable vocational ser- 
vices and may not be in an active vocational district The Legisla- 
ture should make the State Board of Education responsible for the 
assignment of school districts to vocational districts or for con- 
tractual agreement so that special education m well a§ other stu- 
. dents can receive sui table vocational ser\'iccs,

9. SPECIAL EDUCATION CLASSES IN JOINT 
VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS 

Present legislation does not perniit the allocation of fundH to joint 
vocational school districts for special education units, Experienecs 
with pilot programs indicate tliat educablc mentally retarded stu- 
dents and students with other handicaps can benefit from vocational 
education scrN ices, To pcTniit a special education unit to be granted 
to a joint \'ocational sehoolj Section 3317,16 (C) of the Revised 
Code should bo amended by inhcrting '^education units and special 
education" after tlie word *\'OcationaP\ 
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
